Degrees Awarded and Prizes of the

Year Given Cabell Scholarship
Goes to Mr. John S. Flory, of

Bridgewater, Virginia.

To-day marked the closing exercises of
the (seventy-ninth session of the Univer¬
sity of Virginias
At 11 o'clock. In the puhlic hall, a rep¬

resentative audience gathered to witness
the exercises In connection with the pre«
eentatlon of tho portrait of the distln-
rulshed Virginian, Commodore Matthew
Fontaine Maury.
Tho portrait, which Is the gift of Mr.

Oòhn I* Williams, one of tho moBt gen¬
erous of Hie alumni of the Institution,
¦was painted by Mr. ?. ?G. Busey, of Cnr-
negie Hall, New York, and is a reproduc¬
tion of the one which now hangs in tho
¡Westmoreland Club, Richmond. It is
emid to be an accurate likeness of the
Illustrious Virginian.
-The presentation address, made by Pro¬
fessor William M. Thornton, of tho chair
of Applied Mathematics, was conceded to
be a masterpiece. The speaker not only
trave a most admirable sketch of the
Commodore's life, but brought before his
nudience some traits of Mr. Maury's
Igen!us, some features of his sincere and
eirnple nature, some shadow picture of
Ills virtues, his roverence and his faith.
"One year ago," said Professor Thorn¬

ton, in his introductory remarks, "we as¬

sembled In this hall to do honor to the
the memory of a great Virginian. When
this nation embarked upon her voyagé
across the seas of destiny, facing up-
>jcnown dangers, sailing without knowl¬
edge of wind or current, the Divino
¡Power sent John Marshall to perfect
the chart, which, through storm and tem¬
pest, past whirlpool and reef, has guided
her on to happiness and power and
glory.
"Wo meet again to show our reverence

'for another illustrious figure. Matthow
Fontaine Maury was also a Virginian.
With rare genius, with incredible indus¬
try, with unselfish devotion to science,
he determined tho laws of wind and cur¬
rent across tho actual ocean. His charts
have been the great contribution of this
government to tho safety and speed of
the mariner. In the words of Alexander
von Humboldt, they 'have exercised the
most beneficial influence on the com¬
merce of nations, by shortening In ? sur¬

prising manner the passages by sea and
augmenting tho security of navigation in
all sens.' Wo dedicato this hour to his
memory."

MAN OF GENIUS.
Tn concluding his address, Professor

Thornton said:
"In presenting to you, nir, for the Uni¬

versity, this portrait of an illustrious
Vlrclninn, who honored science by the
unselfish consecration of a penetrating
Benins to her advancement, and this
Commonwealth by the unmurmuring sur-

,
- lender of a life's ambitions in her ser¬
vice, .nnd our human nature by the un¬
paid devotion of his great energies to the
gond of humanity, I feel a double pleas¬
ure and a double pride. For it was at
your feet that G first learned a little of
the beauties of that science which Maury
so eloquently expounded, .and It Is from
your early, tried and true friend that I
bring to his alma mal er this gift of his
affectionate remembrance. It comes as
tho symbol of an allegiance too true for
Urne to alter, of a loyalty too pure to
he tarnished by any breath of uukln.l-
ness. of a patriotism too exalted to forget
the past or to distrust the future. The
name hand adorns the outside nnd the
Inside of our chief temple of science:
tho one that his young brethren In learn¬
ing may love the antique symmetry of
beauty; the other that they may like¬
wise love the modern majesty of truth.
Me bids me bring this gift to you because
be loves you, and ho begs that you will
hang it In his name on the walls of thai
«Id rotunda where, «ride by side, you
nnd he learned to love truth and to love
each other."
In acceptlng'*tho ?a?-trnit on behalf of

Bmlth, the man beloved by all with whom
he has ever come In contact, fairly out¬
did himself. His remarks, pathetic nnd
full of tenderness, charmed his auditors.

Hon. A. C. Gordon, of Hampton, in an

Eloquent Address, Presented to the

University a Picture of Judge
William McLaughlin.

LEXINGTON, VA., June 17.-To-day

.was commencement day at Washington
nnd Lee University.

MR. GORDON'S ADDRESS.
In preventing tho portrait of Judgo Mc¬

Laughlin. Mr. Gordon said:
Mr. Chairman und »bo McLaughlin Mo-

morlal Commltteo, Mr. Rector of tho
University, ladles and gentlemen; Elgin
vears ago this month, at a memorable
national gutherliig In this building of
tho representative« of the great sept of
which he was a typical son. ? had tlio
pleasure and tho honor of participating
with Judge William McLaughlin, und
With many others now absent or pres¬
ent, tu Ilio exorcises of the Congress Of
the Scotch-Irish In America. Tho mom?
«lias of that sccno. renewed in this eu-

vlronment, bring with them In vivid nnd
fresh distinctness tho "good gray bead
flint nil men know"-· the enger Interest
and patriotic pride with which ho witness¬
ed the Introduction of tho Scotch-Irish¬
man from afar off to his beloved Uni¬
versity.the Illumination of his rugged
countenance, and tho quickening of his
ready steps in oven· contribution on his
nnrt to the cn.lovmbnt of tho event.the
throwing off of his aloofness, tho dis¬
carding of fill austerity.tho almost boy¬
ish delight which ho exhibited in tho oc¬
casion.
Judgo McLaughlin was a Scotch-Irish¬

man By descent and by conviction as ho
was a Virginian and a Presbyterian by
inheritance. His ancestry liad maintain¬
ed the faith of the Covenant against the
authority of the King on tho hillsides and
among the moss-hags of Galloway; and
for the sake of trulli and freedom had
passed across tho North Irish sea Into
Ulster with tho great Incursion of Pres¬
byterian Scots which populated tho North
or Ireland nnd later sent Its overflow into
Mecklenburg county, North Carolina, nnd
Into the Shenamloah Valley of Virginia
and Into the Cumberland Valley of Penn¬
sylvania, tu write and promulgato the
earliest Declaration of Independence and
to light tho battles of the Revolution. This
heritage of blood and faith was wrought
into his Inmost fibre, and was part of
his character and of his life.

PURITY OF THOUGHT.
Of a rsorvod and apparently cold ex¬

terior, thero was no ono Who possessed
heart of larger kindness. His firmness
In the discharge of his official duties and
his unhesitating and uncompromising as¬
sertion of his opinions often smaokod of
dogmatism; but behind It wns ever a
broad and catholic charity, and a belief
In tho best that exists In humnn na¬
ture. "I have been on the bench since
1S70," he said to me once, "and In all that
timo I have never had a lawyer of my
circuit to attempt to deceive me in the
smallest particular."
Ho was a man of great purity of

thought and conversation. A question¬
able story would drive him from any
company. He was not lacking In a sense
of humor; and could laugh heartily at a
wittv jest or an amusing story. But tho
subject must be one that was legitimate
according io hla standards. "There are
two things that should never bo joked
about." he said on ono occasion, "the cour¬
age of a man and the honor of a woman."
He was a man of austere manners, of

high ideals, of rigid firmness, and of un¬
bending integrity. To him as to few oth¬
or men that I have ever known may bo
rightfully applied the language of the Ro¬
man poet:
"Justum et tonacem propositi vlrum
Non clvlum ardor prava Jubentlum.".
"The man whose mind, en virtue bent,

Pursues some greatly good Intent
With undivided aim,

Sereno beholds the angry crowd,
Nor can their clamors, fierce an loud,
His stubborn honor tame."

June 37..The
Board of Trustees of Washington and
Loo University have held several meet¬
ings to-day, and are In session at a late
hour to-night. Tho only business of in¬
terest transacted was the appointment of
a b'lllHIng commission; composed of Pres¬
ident Georgo H. Denny, Trustees A. T.
Barclay and J. S. Murice, Professor D.
C;· Humphreys, of the faculty, and Mr.
J. L. Campbell, to take the matter of
tho new buildings under consideration,
'and to report to tlio board when they
deem propitious.
Upon the recommendation of tlio board,

President Denny to-day announced that
the degree of doctor of laws had been
conferred on Hon. Edward M. Shepord
and Hon. Goo. Foster, Peabody, of New
York, and President R- E. Blackwell, of
Randolph-Macon College, of Ashland,
Vn.: doctor of divinity on Rev. F. T.

Ar¬
thur II. Klnsolvlng, of New York, and
Rev. William Morrison, of Lexington,
Va., a missionary to Africa,
Governor D, C, Ileywnrd, of South Car¬

BRAXTON'S FINE ADDRESS

Ho Delivers the Annual Oration to the

Graduating Class.Degrees of Mas¬
ters of Science and Bachelors

of Science Conferred.

commencement day exorcises at the Vir¬
ginia Polytechnic Institute to-day were at¬
tended by a very large crowd. The town
and the campus nro full of peoplo, and
hardly more could be accommodated
Tho featuro of to-day wns tho tsplendld

address to tho graduating class by Hon.
A. C. Braxton, which was delivered to an
attentive and appreciative audience.

MR. BRAXTON'S SPEECH.
Mr. Braxton said in part:
Young Gntlemon of tho Graduating

Clnss, Ladles und Gentlemen,.Human na¬
ture Is prono to measure everything by
itself; consequently, ns wo grow old, as
our powers diminish and our inflrniitl"s
increase, wo aro prono to think tho whole
race Is degenerating and tho country go¬
ing to tho dogs. To any such war-worn
veterans, fearful for tho future welfaro
of our country, I would recommend an
occaslonnl review of tho new troops that
nre about to take the Held; for I am sure
that, with tho sight of such vigorous, in¬
telligent, and splendid young manhood as
1 now seo before mo In tills assembly,
no man could ever despair oí the Com¬
monwealth. '

In such a presence ho could but see
for himself that. In spite of what nil the
old fogies and croakers may say to the
contrary, and notwithstanding the great
virtues and achievements of our glorious
nncestors who "died in honor's lofty bed,"
tho aspiring nnd persistent American na¬
tion is still avnnclng Its high standards
of Individual efficiency.
But It is well, my friends, that naturo

has thus equipped you; because tho re¬
sponsibilities of American citizenship are
not.lightly to be borno. Tho appointed
place of our great country Is In tho van¬
guard of nations, and upon your genera¬
tion will It soon depend for tho mainten¬
ance of Its exalted position.
Never forget your responsibilities as

members of tlio Imperial Caucasian race
and as sovereign American citizens, and
seo to it that neithor race nor country
over suffers dlsfcredlt through you.
Both God nnd posterity will hold all

men accountable according to their op¬
portunities; therefore, "It Is a solemn
thing to belong to a nation specially fa¬
vored of God.

NOT LAURELS.
The diplomas which you have obtained

hero aro not laurels upon which you may
rest, but rather certificates of your fit¬
ness for service, yet to come, In the front
ranks of that great strugglo which for
countless ages has been bequeathed by
each generation to Its successor. Seo to
it thon, that your conduct In "the world's
broad il«ld of battle " does not bello your
certificates nor disappoint the Just expec¬
tations of your friends.
But the severity of modorn competitionIs tho spur to modern progress, and tho

Increased struggle for existence has
caused this to bo tho most practical of all
ages. ,What tho world now demands Is ideas
instead of dream?, deeds instead of words.
What it needs most are men who do
things rather than men who pose.menwho help, arthor than men who entertain.
constructors rather than critics.artisans
rather than artists. How much more Im¬
portant then is it to know what Is going
on In the world now than what went on
two thousand vears ago, and to under¬
stand how things are dono now, rather
than how tho Greeks and Romans did
them.to be ablo to do them oursleves
rather than to learn how others do
thom.
However great his natural abilities,tho only man who ever accomplishes any¬

thing In this world is the worklngman.You sometimes hear a discussion as to
whether doctors, lawyers, merchants,
mechanics, farmers or somo other class
of mon. work the hardest. My friends,
thero Is no legitimate calling In the world
in which a man can succeed -without
work, or at which he may not work him¬
self to death, if ho will. Show mo a suc¬
cessful, man in any walk of life, and I
will show you a hard-working man. Tho
heaven-born genius that Indolently de-
ponds upon tho Inspiration of tho mo¬
ment, accomplishes nothing In thin world
but an occasional sensation and ultimate
failure.
Caesar. Newton and Shakespeare wore

great geniuses, but thoy woro almost
equally groat workers. In fact, true ge¬
nius has been well defied as an Infinite
capacity for painstaking work.

WORK IS NATURE'S LAW.
Work Is nature's law. If you wish to

be strong and healthy, work; If you wish
to bo happy and contented, work; If you
wish to help yourself, work; If you wish
to help others, work; if you wish to
keen out of mischief and bad habits,
work: If you wish to havo tho confidence
and respoct of your neighbors, work: if
you wish to be prosperous, work: and
when you do not know what olso to do,
turn in and work.
Do not work yourself to death, or try

to do everything at onco, but work ear¬
nestly and steadily, and you will suroly
be rewardod. even though you have noth¬
ing to show for It but tlio testimony of
a good conscience and a sense of duty
woll done.for "tho end of that man Is
peace."
Remember, then, that It Is work, and

not luck, that brings success, and that
groat deeds are accomplished by persist¬
ent labor rather than by Inspiration.
"The heights great men have reached and

kept
Wcna not attained by sudden flight;

But they, while their companions slept,
AVcro tolling upward through the night."
It Is said to have been ono of tho dis¬

tinguishing characteristics of tho ancient
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Romana that they woro never elated by
victory nor doprcssed by defeat. Imitato
them In this virtue, and evor keep your
euuitilmity on an even keel. »When
Varrò reported the annihilation of Roma's
ontlre armv at Cannae, the Senate, who
otherwise held him In contempt, gave him
a vote of thanks, because lie litui not
despaired of the Commonwealth, which,
In spite of that crushing blow, was ulti¬
mately victorious. My friends, when
tho clouds of adversity have enveloped
ypu In darkness, remember Varrò and
his legions, and let your watchword ever
bo "nil desperandum!"

BUILD CHARACTER.
But be not deceived; neither brains nor

evcrgy, nor courage, nor all three of
them combined aro sufficient of them¬
selves to Insure success. These quali¬
ties. It is true, may brine temporary
prosperity.I say temporary for, at best,
It ends with our transitory breath.but If
success means the accomplishment of the
great object of our existence, then sure¬
ly mere business prosperity, cannot bo
called success.for "man heapeth up
riches and cannot tell who shall gather
thorn."
My friends, character-building' Is tho

main purpose of our being.It Is our rea¬
son d'etre.and ho only can be called suc¬
cessful who builds for himself a noble
character.that alono Uves after him.
that alone will benefit him In his lonely
Journov to tho undiscovered country.
Remember, then, to keep bright tho mir¬

ror of your Integrity. ,rBo a. palace for
tho crowned truth to dwoll In," and let
no temptation swerve you a hair's breadth
from tho straight lino of uprightness and
honesty, or betray you Into any act of
which you would bo ashamed for the
wholo world to know.
Into your hands, as members of tho

coming generation of a free country, will
soon be delivered tho torch of human
liberty, which has been guarded by your
ancestors for a thousand years. See that
you transmit It undimraed to your poster¬
ity.
Romenïbcr. that man cannot govern

others till they first learn to govern
themselves, and that no freo -government
can ever enduro whose Individual citi¬
zens have not learned self-control, self-
denial and self-reliance. Practico these
thrco virtues, and all will be well.
Go forth then, my gallant young sol¬

diers, to take tho men's places In the
grim battle of life.
